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Health Tips 
Television violence

As a parent, are you 
worried about the effects of 
television violence on your 
children? 

If not, you should be 
because more than 50 
scientific studies have 
shown that violence on 
television adversely affects 
children and adolescents 
who watch it. 

At best, these studies tell 
us, our children are 
becoming less sensitive to 
real-life violence; at worst, 
they may actually want to 
mimic the violence they 





see. As a responsibie 
parent, you can do 
something about it. 

According to Nielsen 
Index figures, the average 
child will have viewed some 
15,000 beurs of television by 
the time he or she has 
graduated from high school 
— including some 18,000 
murders. 

There is an average of six 
times more violence during’ 
one hour of children’s 
television programming 
than during the typical hour 
of adult programming. 

From television, children 
are learning ideas, values, 
problem solving techniques, 
ways of relating to others, 
hero roles, and even eating 
habits. 

Research studies agree 
on at least three ways that 
television violence is 
harmful to children who 
watch it:

— Children learn 
aggressive behavior from 
watching aggressive 
actions on television or in 
films. Furthermore, if they 
practice these new actions 
even once, children 
remember the behavior for 
a long time. If a child’s own 
situation is similar to what 
is shown on the screen; if 
the aggressive behavior the 
child sees gets the desired 
results; if it wasn’t 
understood and dealt with; 
and if it was used frequently 
to attain goals — then the 
child viewer is most likely 
to copy the aggressive 
action seen on the screen. 


— It is easier for children 
who watch violence on 
television to be violent 
themselves, and they are 
less anxious about it. 


— Aggressive tendencies

horror and suffering on 
television are not ‘drained 
off’’ as they watch 
aggression rather than 
participate in it. Although 
this was suggested by one 
early study, its results have 
never been duplicated, and 
in fact, other studies have 
shown just the opposite: the 
viewers’ aggressiveness 
increases. 


For all these reasons, 
parents must become 
involved in helping children 
to select the best of 
television and to make a 
balanced selection from the 
available programs. 

Talk about programs with 
your children and let them 
decide which programs the 
family will watch. 

Don’t forget to tell your 
local television stations how 
you feel about the programs 
they broadcast, and boycott 
the products of 
manufacturers who sponsor 
violent programs. 


Several consumer-parent | 


organizations have been 
formed, not only to

_ broadcasts, but also to give

Canine distemper 1s a 
dreaded disease that occurs 
most often in puppies. By 12 
weeks of age, the average 
pup is very likely to have 
been exposed to canine dis- 
temper — CD, as your 
veterinarian calls it. 

Symptoms of canine dis- 
temper are similar to those 
of an upper respiratory ail- 
ment. A runny nose, flat 
and dry cough and loss of 
appetite are the first signs. 
This is followed by a high 
temperature, vomiting, a 
white crusty material 
around the eyes and nose, 
thirst and diarrhea. If 
secondary infection sets in, 
there may be muscular 
twitching, convulsions or 
paralysis. 

Canine distemper is a 
highly contagious disease 
caused by a virus that is 
carried through the air. It is 
more common in the colder 
months, although a pet may 
contract the disease in any 
weather. The infection can 
be spread very quickly by 
the sick dog or by the people 
caring for it. Even a cough 
or sneeze from an infected 
animal or windblown germs 
from the urine of a pet with 
distemper can spread the 
infection. 

To prevent distemper, it 
is important to have your 
pup vaccinated as soon as it 
comes into your home and 
to follow with booster shots 
at intervals set up by your 
veterinarian. 

Puppies receive what are 
known as maternal an- 


tibodies from their 
mother’s milk. These an- 
tibodies temporarily 


protect the pup from 
specific diseases which the 
mother is immune to. If the 
mother has distemper im- 
munity, for example, she 
will pass on distemper an- 
tibodies. If the antibody 
level is high enough, it will 
neutralize the effects of 
vaccination.

Researchers have dis- 
covered that human 
measles virus will protect 
puppies between six and 12 
weeks of age from canine 
distemper and will be un- 
affected by the pup’s mater- 
nal antibodies of distemper. 
The distemper - measles 
concept for distemper 
protection has been 
perfected in a vaccine 
which is capable of protec- 
ting pups against distemper 
better than ever before, 
whether or not maternal an- 
tibodies are present. Your 
veterinarian can give you 
details about this vaccine.

pets that survive are disabl- 
ed. Blindness in one or both 
eyes may result from dis- 
charges affecting the cor- 
nea. Similar discharges 
sometimes leave the animal 
deaf or without the sense of 
smell. Permanent damage 
to the nervous system may 
cause chorea (twitching) 
for the rest of the pet’s life. 

If there is a case of dis- 
temper in your 
neighborhood, keep away 
from the house and 
everyone in it. Even a short 
visit from a member of the 
family with the diseased pet 
could carry the virus to 
your pet. 

If your dog should suffer 
an attack of distemper, 


Your pet should be kept 
quiet and isolated in clean, 
warm and dry quarters. 
Simple foods such as beef 
broth and coddled egg may 
be given in small amounts. 
Your pet may need to be 
spoon-fed several times a 
day. Follow the advice of 
your veterinarian concer- 
ning medicines and treat- 
ment. 

Canine distemper is a 
dreaded disease that can 
usually be prevented. 
Booster shots at prescribed 
intervals will keep your 
pet’s immunity at a high 
level so it can resist infec- 
tion. See your veterinarian. 
Distemper is much easier 
to prevent than to treat.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF LA 
VERNE, COUNTY OF LOS ANGELES, STATE OF CALIFORNIA,

The City Council of the City of La Verne DOES ORDAIN as follows: 

Section 1. That the Ordinance Code of the City of La Verne is hereby 
amended by repealing Division X and adding a new Division X as follows: 

DIVISION X 
EMERGENCY ORGANIZATIONS AND FUNCTIONS 
Chapter 1 
General Provisions 

10,100 PURPOSES The declared of this Division are to provide 
for the preparation and carrying out of plans for the protection of persons 
and property within this City in the event of an emergency, the direction of 
the emergency organization, and the coordination of the emergency 
functions of this City with all other public agencies, corporations, 
organizations, and affected private persons. 

10,101 DEFINITION As used in this Section, ‘emergency’ shall mean 
the actual or threatened existence of conditions of disaster or of extreme 
peril to the safety of persons and property within this City caused by such 
conditions are air pollution, fire, flood, storm, epidemic, riot, or 
earthquake, or conditions resulting from war or imminent threat of war, 
but other than conditions resulting from a labor controversy, which 
conditions are or are likely to be beyond the control of the services, 
personnel, equipment and facilities of this City, requiring the combined 
forces of other political subdivisions to combat. 

10,10 DISASTER COUNCIL MEMBERSHIP The City of La Verne 
Disaster Council is hereby created and shall consist of the following: 

A. The Mayor, who shall be chairman, 

B. The Director of Services, whe shall be vice chairman, 

C. The Assistant Director of Emergency Services, 

D. Such chiefs of emergency services as are provided for in a current 
emergency plan of this City, adopted pursuant to this Section, and 

E, Such representatives of civic, business, labor, veterans, professional] 
or other organizations having an official emergency responsibility, as may 
be appointed by the Director with the advice and consent of the City 
Council. 

10,105.01 DISASTER COUNCIL POWERS AND DUTIES It shall be the 
duty of the City of La Verne Disaster Council, and it is hereby empowered, 
to develop and recommend for adoption by the City Council, emergency 
and mutual aid plans and agreements and such ordinances and resolutions 
and rules and regulations as are necessary to implement such plans and 
agreements. The Disaster Council shall meet upon call of the chairman or, 
in the absence of the chairman from the City or inability to call such 
meeting, upon call of the vice chairman. 

10,106 DIRECTOR AND ASSISTANT DIRECTOR OF EMERGENCY 
SERVICES 

A. There is hereby created the office of Director of Emergency Services. 
The City Manager shall be the Director of Emergency Services. 

B. There is hereby created the office of Assistant Director of Emergency 
Services, who shall be appointed by the Director. 

10,106.01 POWERS AND DUTIES OF THE DIRECTOR AND 
ASSISTANT\DIRECTOR OF EMERGENCY SERVICES. 

A. The Director is hereby empowered to: 

1. Request the City Council to proclaim the existence or threatened 
existence of a ‘‘local emergency”’ if the City C-uncil is in session, or to 
issue such proclamation if the City Council is not in session. 

2. Request the Governor to proclaim a ‘‘state of emergency” when, in the 
opinion of the Director, the local available resources are inadequate to 
cope with the emergency. 

3. Control and direct the effort of the energency organization of this City 
for the accomplishment of the purposes of this ordinance. 

4. Direct cooperation between and coordination of services and staff of 
the emergency organization of this City and resolve questions of authority 
and responsibility that may arise between them. 

5. Represent this City in ail dealings with public or private agencies on 
matters pertaining to emergencies as defined herein. 

6. In the event of the proclamation of a “‘local emergency’’ as herein 
provided, the proclamation of a ‘‘state of emergency’ by the Governor or 
the Director of the State Office of Emergency Services, or the existence of 
a ‘‘state of war emergency,” the Director is hereby empowered: 

a. To make and issue rules and regulations on matters reasonably related 
to the protection of life and property as affected by such emergency, 
provided, however, such rules and regulations must be confirmed at the 
earliest practicable time by the City Council; 

b. To obtain vital supplies, equipment, and such other properties found 
lacking and needed for the protection of life and property and to bind th 
City for the fair value thereof and, if required immediately, to 
commandeer the same for public use; 

c. To require emergency services of any City officer or employee and, in 
the event of the proclamation of a “‘state of emergency”’ in the county in 
which this City is located or the existence of a ‘‘state of war emergency,” 
to command the aid of as many citizens of this community as deemed 
necessary in the execution of duties; such persons shall be entitled to all 
privileges, benefits, and immiuuiies as are provided by state law for 
registered disaster services workers; 

d. To requisition necessary personnel or material of any City department 
or agency, and j 

e. To execute all ordinary powers as City Manager, all of the special 
powers conferred by this Division or by resolution or emergency plan 
pursuant hereto adopted by the City Council, all powers conferred by any 
statute, by any agreement approved by the City Council, and by all other 
lawful authority. 

B. The Director of Emergency Services shall designate the order of 
succession to that office, to take effect in the event the Director is 
unavailable to attend meetings and otherwise perform those duties during 
an emergency. Such order of succession shall be approved by the City 
Council. 

C. The Assistant Director shall, under the supervision of the Director and 
with the assistance of emergency service chiefs, develop emergency plans 
and manage the emergency programs of this City, and shall have such 
other powers and duties as may be gned by the Director. 

Chapter 2 
Emergency Plan and Organization 

10,201 EMERGENCY ORGANIZATION. All officers and employees of 
this City, together with those volunteer forces enrolled to aid them during 
an emergency, and all groups, organizations, and persons who may by 
agreement or operation of law, including persons impressed into service 
under the provisions of Section 10,106.01A, 6, c, of this Division, be charged 
with duties incident to the protection of life and property in this City during 
such emergency, shall constitute the emergency organization of the City of 
La Verne. 

10,202 EMERGENCY PLAN The City of La Verne Disaster Council shall 
be responsible for the development of the City of La Verne Emergency 
Plan, which plan shall provide for the effective mobilization of all of the 
resources of this City, both public and private, to meet any condition 
constituting a local emergency, state of emergency, or state of war 
emergency; and shall provide for the organization, powers and duties, 
services and staff of the emergency organization. Such plan shall take 
effect upon adoption by resolution of the City Council. 

10,206 EXPENDITURES Any expenditures made in connection with 
emergency activities, including mutual aid activities, shall be deemed 
conclusively to be for the direct protection and benefit of the inhabitants 
and property of the City of La Verne. 

10,209 PUNISHMENT OF VIOLATION It shall be a misdemeanor, 
punishable by a fine of not to exceed five hundred dollars ($500), or by 
imprisonment for not to exceed six months, or both, for any person, during 
an emergency to: 

A. Wiillfully obstruct, hinder, or delay any member of the emergency 
organization in the enforcement of any lawful rule or regulation issued 
pursuant to this ordinance, or in the performance of any duty impoged upon 
him by virtue of this Division. 

B. Do any act forbidden by aay lawful rule or regulation issued pursuant 
to this ordinance, if such act is of such a nature as to give or be likely to 
give assistance to the enemy or to imperil the lives or property of 
inhabitants of this City, or to prevent, hinder, or delay the defense or 
protection thereof. 

C: Wear, carry, or display, without authority, any means of identification 
specified by-the eraergency agency of the State. 

Section 2. The Mayor shall sign and the City Clerk shall certify to the 
passage and adoption of this Ordinance and shall cause the same to be 
published and posted pursuant to the provisions of law in that regard, and 
this Ordinance shall take effect 30 days after its final passage.
